J) The Duitrages of warfarcy andlpartku- 
krly of civil difccxrd, are too terrible for 
cool narration ; they cannot be heard 
iMithout honroiv^they are the ultimatum 
of haman paflion tbearing boundlelk fway^ 
and rioting in all the demoniacal phrenzy 
which the dark principle of evil can fug- 
geft or purfue. Reafon, juftice^ and reli- 
gion are trod down^ and man becomes to 
hia fellow a more dreadful curfe^ than all 
the difeafes floating on the earth's furface. 
Gt?eat God, what are the fcenes I have wit- 
nefied^ and which thou alfo haft beheld ! 
but thy forbearance prevented thyiftrejch- 
ing foKth thine arm, and fweeping from 
exiftence the whole fpecies of n^ankind. 

During the winter, I was move than

they^ere defeated, after the mcft obflinale 
reflftance ; and riotwithftanding the fi^efe 
hbpes the fudden revolt of Portugal, and 
the fecret affiftance of FramJe infpired hi 
thein» it.was eafy to perceive they won^ 
find it . impofOble to make hegd ag^nft 
the. torrent of forces Philip poured upon 
them^ from every quarter *oC the kingdom. 
^^The unexpeflad revolution, efie£ied in 
the ^name* of the Duke of Breganza, bow* 
ever it roufed the dormant energy of out 
Sov^re»^^ it did not appear iuJt^s eyes^ of 
equal moment with the fubjugation 4xf C^ 
taloma ; and every effort was made to open 
the campaign in the.fpriog, with lb muph 
deciJion, a$ ibould cruih at once the in- 
trigues, of France, ( ever bufy in promo- 
tii^g mifchieC) and Ihortening the fuflEer-* 
ings of a people, who, whatever th^y might 
have endured beneatfe^ the prefHsre of an 
ill cbofen Governor, had now plunged 
themfelv^ into tenfold mifery; 
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My own private misfortunesi led me 
more particularly to feel tbofe of othen ;

The fmart of the wound gave me 
flrength to rein-in the horfe, and turning' 
round in anger, I ruihed towards the t:ot- 
tage. The peafant flew to meet me with 
a large knife in his hand; and notwith- 
ftanding his weaknefs, his defpair gave him 
fuflBcient iirength ta wound mef^verely in 

the 
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the arm, without my having any means ot 
defence, my fword heitkg entangled in the. 
garments of his daughter, who lay witbuaiLt^ 
fenfe upon myleft.a^tm. 

I knew not that I had ever been, in fach . 
extreme danger ; my words being "of i|p 
avail to appeafe the man; whom ifijiwy,- 
and the fpeftacle of his bleeding daughter, 
ftimulated to aftual madnefs. — -He foamed 
at the mouth with rage; and while the wo-r 
men rent the air with cries, he attempted 
to wound me mortally, which I cf>\x\^ Qtify 
prevent by clafping. his daughter more 
firmly in ray arms: as it w^s, he cut me 
feverely in feveral places, and throwing him- 
felf at me, more like a beaijt pf prey than a 
man, he would, doubtlefs, have deflroyed 
me, had not, fortunately for me,xmd.tQ clofe.

alarmed by the piftol they had heard,,rode 
full fpeed to the fpot in doubt fqr . my 
fafety. When feeing my fituation^ by the.

fortunate 
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fortunate peafant^ laid him dead In a mo- 
ment berteath my horfe's feet; and it was 
with the greateft difficulty I reftraincd 
them from putting the women to the 
fword^ and burning the cottage to the 
ground. 

Such are the nature and events of civil 
war, where it is impoffible to diftinguifh 
juftice, and wh^re often acls of generofity 
are terminated by the mod finifter events.

The lady-j whofe features I had not be>- 
fore fecn, entered fl»y room by the Vene* 
tian l^ttice^ apd 4:oming towards tne^ itiade 
many tender iiiquiries after my liealth, in ' 
a tone ofvoice^ that was even more'plea& 
ing than her folicitude. 

SJ^e was apparently turned of ftnty;* but 
her.featiire^ and figure retained mwrh^of ' 
beauty, and. much of elegance; particu-

The Ladies frequently attended me^ and 
not feldom attempted to draw from me 
fome explanation of the chagrin which 
was but too vifible on my features: but 
the uncertainty of my birth, and the po- 
verty of my fortune, were fecrets which I 
did not like to difclofe. To their intereft- 
ing inquiries I returned general anfwers,

The laft a6Uon of the Marque|a feeiped 
an avowal of her daughter's fentiments, 
and a claim^ upon me to return them ; but 
I could neither receive them,^ nor fpeak 
upon the fubjecl, I forefaw how impof- 
fible it would be that we fliould remain in 
the fame houfe, and though ihe pafled 
under the name of my fifler, yet decorum 
fcarcely permitted fo much intercourfe as 
would then be unavoidable. In a convent 
ihe would find every attention, and if ad- 
mitted under a fi6litious name, would avoid 
any danger from the enemies of her houfe.

I 
darted upon Don Raphaiel^ inti^4^pgl ta 
tear him to the ground^ and trample him 
beneath my feet, but 1 received a blowi.l 
• know not from whom, and I fell upon tjie 
earth, wholly deprived of fenfe. . . 

When I opened my eyes again upon the 
world, I. found myfelf in a fituation, of 

which 
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v?hich I could give no account. It was 
dark, and I was moving along with ra- 
pidity, which motion, no doubt, had con- 
tributed to recal me to life, I felt confi- 
derable pain in my arm and head, and en^ 
deavouring to ilretch out my hands, I 
found they were tightly bound. Through 
the obfcure darknefs that prevailed, I 
thought I couM trace two figures feated 
before me, but they neither moved nor 
fpoke. 

It was fo extremely clofe and hot, that 
I found it almoft infupportable ; and jud^ 
ing by the biotion, that I was confined in a 
cAtriage, I demanded of thbfe before me,
